holes large enough to permit mice to 
enter should be made, 

This method of controlling mice 
might be increased by covering the 
poisoned bait “Cache” with a pile of 
straw. Mice apparently prefer to. feed 
in complete darkness. 

A tunnel type of container for poi- 
soned grain may also be used with 
success to eradicate mice, 

Damage to dormant trees in win- 
ter by mechanical means such as 
rubbing by grain boxes or sleighs, or 
continued bruising by livestock may 
easily destroy one or two. seasons’ 
growth, Fences around shelterbelts 
should be repaired to prevent ‘unnec- 
essary damage to trees by, these pre- 
ventable causes. 

If there is likely to be much free 
water hear trees during the spring 
run-off furrows or trenches should be 
made before the season ends, to car- 
ry it away, as few trees succeed well 
in soil that is water-logged. 

Should there be surplus water in 
the farm dug-out at the end of the 
season, shelterbelt trees will benefit

Oil from a nut tree used in mark- 
ing laundry, and not fungus infection 
is held responsible for “‘Dhobje Itch”, 
an affliction familiar to many who 
have visited the tropics, according to 
reports in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 

“Dhobies are members of a’ low 
caste in India who are employed ae 
washermen, For some years it has 
been accepted that dhobie laundered 
clothes transmitted fungus infections 
particularly a ringworm appearing 
linsidé of the. thighs. Misconceptions 
about the cause of the itch have been 
cleared up by means of scratching 
American soldiers in India and U.S, 
postal employees in Washington.

tigated a small epidemic of skin in- 
flammation which appeared shortly 
after personnel of their hospital unit 
were first exposed to dhobie laun- 
dered clothes, soon after arrival of 
the unit in India, 

“The exact localization of the cir- 
cumscribed patchés of dermatitis on 
that part of the skin in contact 
with the dhobie mark”, the officers. 
report, “‘and the course of the lesions 
at it quite obvious that this repre. 


sented a contact dermatitis induced 
by the marking fluid which the na- 
tive dhobies or washermen used in 
making their characteristic laundry 
| marks,” 

The marking fluid is obtained from 
the nut of the ral, or bella gutti tree, 
Ig to be common in India. 


“A straight pin is pushed through 


_|the hard capsule of the nut and 


enough dark brown or black fluid ad- 
heres to the pin to make possible the 
marking of clothes with small crosses 
dots or lines in various combinations 
sufficient to identify the clothing. 
The marks are fairly permanent and 
withstand repeated washings—” 

Sixteen employees in the Washing- 
ton post office inadvertently made a 
contribution toward positive identi- 
fication of the tree from which the 
nut is obtained, It is reported that a 
bottle in a sealed mail pouch, sent 
!from India by air, had become partial 
{ly opened and its contents, a thick, 
black oil, had contaminated various 
pieces of mail. The substance was la- 
belled “Bhilwanol Oil”. The employ- 
ees who handled this mail contracted 
a dermatitis similar to that afflicting 
the soldiers in India. : 

Investigation showed the oil is ob- 
tained from the juice of the marking 
nut tree which grows in the tropical 
outer Himalayas and the hotter 
patts of India. It is a member of the 
same family as the poison ivy plants 
of North America,
